Wilmington politics: 
sometimes predictable, 
but never dull 


Kudos to Selectman Raymond Lepore for his performance as 
Chairman over the last year. Politics, as someone once told me, 
is a game of expectations. Lepore has most certainly beat the 
expectations on a regular basis and has continually grown into 
the role, but during this past Monday's meeting, he truly came 
into his own. He kept discussions on topic and kept an appropri- 
ately tight rein on the proceedings. 

He surprised more than a couple of people by moving to estab- 
lish a sub-committee to negotiate Wilmington's town counsel con- 
tract. Nice move. The appointment comes up every May, but 
that topic, which has generated significant controversy 
over the last few years, is addressed at the last minute, placing 
the town into a scramble offense. More on that subject next week. 

The story this week, is that Michael Caira was reappointed to 
the position of Wilmington Town Manager on Monday night in a 
ito 1 vote. 

Suzanne Sullivan cast the lone dissenting vote and outlined her 
opposition in a lengthy prepared statement. As evidenced in her 
comments, her dissatisfaction with the Town Manager goes way 
back, long before her initial landslide election to the board of 
selectmen in April 2003. 

Interestingly enough, several issues cited, including but not lim- 
ited to the so-called “inside ¢ that allegedly led to the appoint- 
ment of Michael Newhouse (Sullivan's arch-nemesis) as town 
counsel, ostensibly had nothing to do with Caira. On the surface, 
responsibility for many of the items cited by Sullivan laid solely 
in the hands of the board of selectmen. It all goes back to 
Sullivan's longstanding theory that Caira has been pulling the 
strings all along. 

Her list included far more recent episodes, including Caira's 
support of the library, in direct defiance, mind you, of the major- 
ity opinion of the Board of Selectmen (how dare he?!). She 
accused him of continuously overtaxing the residents, despite the 
fact that the town manager merely proposes tax rates for the 
selectmen to vote on, and despite the demonstrable fact that 
Wilmington tax rates remain lower than those of many of its 
neighbors. 

Several of Sullivan's reasons for opposition were based on her 
perception of his handling of certain situations - she's entitled to 
those perceptions, no doubt about it. But, the bulk of her com- 
ments came off more as a longstanding personal vendetta. 

I happen to disagree with her assessment of Caira's character. 
| wholeheartedly disagree with her assessment of his perfor- 
mance as town manager and would go so far as to opine that she 
has been blinded by personal disdain, 

I will give her credit, however, for sticking to her guns. 

Sullivan is not unintelligent; not by a long stretch. It was no 
secret going into the meeting that Caira was going to keep his job. 
It certainly must have occurred to her that a unanimous vote 
would provide a lot of political hay for her. For her to cast a vote 
in favor of Caira, even if done while holding her nose, would have 
provided the appearance that all the rumors of her ultimate mis- 
sion to rid the town of Caira were pure fiction. It could have been 
seen as, to borrow a favorite line of Selectman Michael McCoy, 
extending an olive branch Caira's way. It would have put money 
behind her oft-repeated sentiment that she can work with anyone 
who is willing to work with her. 

But, then how could she explain political expediency to her most

One has to 
wonder if she learned anything 
from this major fiasco, or is she 
so caught up in fuming over 
spilled milk that she can't see 
straight and is actually choking 
metaphorically with her last 
breath. I for one say, it is high 
time the charade was over. 
Though I find any discussion of 
environmental integrity impera- 
tive, I find it to be most unfortu- 
nate that so many residents 
brought into the denigrating 
characterizations designed to 
promote and push her personal 
cause. Clearly Bigwood has 
been successful in advertising 
her cause because she was able 
to solicit support regardless of 
how many professional opinions 
supported the legality if not the 


value of the project 
Unfortunately, the hyped-up 
entertainment value of her 


exposition has been at quite a 
financial expense to the town. 

On Feb. 8th, another supporter, 
Mr. Lingerfelter offers us yet, 
one more example of promoting 
propaganda to support this 
cause while refusing to respect 
competent professional sources 
paid for by our tax dollars. 

He writes, “In my opinion the 
dump consisted of something in 
the order of 6 or 7 acres.” 

Does he not realize that it is a 
substantiated fact that it is easy 
to trick our minds into believing 
what ever it is we want to 
believe. In the 70's I too visited 
the dump so I understand that at 
first glance I might have 
thought the same thing. Doesn't 
Lingerfelter wonder why those 
same 6 or 7 acres never grew 
into a mountain of trash like 
other dumps and always looked 
the same from year to year no 
matter how much trash was 
brought to the site? One must 
wonder, does he have magical 
thinking and imagine that all 
that trash just evaporated into 
thin air? 

I suggest he take a walk 
through the Town recycling cen- 
ter and find out where all the 
yard debris really ends up. It 
surely doesn't remain in the plot 
in which we deposit it or even 
within visual eyesight from that 
location. And to take that anoth- 
er step, if I was on the commit- 
tee, I for one would be curious 
about other activities in the 
same area as the landfill. 1 
would want to know what, if any, 
impact the rotting yard debris in 
the recycling center has on nat- 
urally occurring arsenic levels 
in ground water. 

In the end, where does ail this 
leave us? Isn't it true that the 
contamination from the Olin 
chemical site is moving under- 
neath the ground under The 
Maple Meadow Landfill towards 
our town wells and there is noth- 
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every organization I have ever 
worked (from large public 
companies to small private 
firms and to state agencies), 
management would take the 
opinion of its lawyers very, 
very seriously. Certainly, 
never would the executives 
defer to the legal opinion of a 
non-lawyer, subsidiary staff 
member that was directly con- 
trary to the express legal 
advice of the organization's

Unfortunately, 
all of these pointing fingers, 
seemingly to protect our wells, 
are actually diverting the town 
from taking the necessary steps, 
never mind depleting the finan- 
cial resources to ensure con- 
sumable water for our future. 

Ultimately, I wonder how one 
can ever put a price tag on the 
personal cost for the mischarac- 
terization of the late Clarence 
Spinazola, the Spinazola family, 
and Mass Environmental. From 
my perspective, her campaign 
has effectively turned into noth- 
ing more than modern day 
witch-hunt ‘draining the finan- 
cial resources of hardworking 
citizens. 

Sad but true, I can only imag- 
ine Bigwood expects to be fea- 
tured in a film someday honor- 
ing her activism. Alas, this is 
neither the Love Canal nor even 
Woburn's Grace Chemical deba- 
cle. 

If we can ever get back on 
track, the Good News is that 
landfills offer a sustainable 
lifestyle. This can best be 
observed at the Boston Public 
Gardens, designed as part of the 
Emerald Necklace surrounding 
Boston, where tourists flock to 
enjoy its beauty unaware that 
until 1937 the Back Bay was a 
swamp.

Rate payers to see temporary increase

RMLD) General Manager 
Vinme Cameron met with 
Wilmington — selectmen — on 


Monday, February 13, to keep 
them apprised of developments 
that have resulted from one of 
ts power suppliers, Calpine 
Corporation. filing for bank- 
ruptey on December 20, 2005. 
The Calpine contract term 
‘overed the period from June 
2002 through October 2007 and 
epresents approximately 50%, 
| RMLD's power supply, 

As a result of Calpine's filing, 


RMLD customers will experi 
ence a temporary increase in 
rates, 

A provision of the contract 
required Calpine to post money 
into an escrow account in 
RMLD's name to _ protect 
RMLD ratepayers. 

RMLD terminated the con- 
tract on December 28, after 
Calpine filed for bankruptcy, 
and established the settlement 
amount Calpine owed them. 

“RMLD has replaced the 
power supply at current market 
prices, which are higher than 
the Calpine contract price,” 
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said Cameron, “The amount of 
funds in the escrow account 
fully covers the additional cost 
of the replacement power.” 

Calpine is disputing the settle- 
ment amount, resulting in the 
escrow account being frozen. 
RMLD is taking legal action 
against Calpine in order to 
release the money. 

“It is RMLD's intention to 
obtain the money from the 
escrow account through effi- 
cient legal channels. However, 
during the time it takes to 
obtain the escrow account 
funds, RMLD will cover the 
cost increases through a com- 
bination of reserves and 
increases in the fuel charge to 
all customers.” 

Residential customers using 
an average of 700 kWh in 
March may see an increase of 
$3.50 in their fuel charge. If 
the legal process is extended 
for six months, residential cus- 
tomers could see their bills rise 
by $21 by August 

Cameron expects ratepayers 
will see a credit on their bills 
once the escrow amount is 
released to RMLD. 

“My intention, when we get 
the money, is to make each and 
every customer whole,” 
Cameron said. “Which means 
that whatever increases each 
and every customer sees, 
they'll get that money back. 
We're not going to hang onto 
this money.”

Dear Editor, 

My name is Dot Butler and I 
have lived in Deming Way for 
22 years. In my younger years 
I was elected President of the 
Tenants Association, I served 
in this position for 5 years. 
Margaret Keady and I worked 
hard planning, cooking and 
preparing meals and _ parties 
for the tenants. My main con- 
cern then as it is today is help- 
ing the tenants as much as I 
can; they have always been my 
main concern. Today it seems 
no one cares. 

While I was president 1 had 
all 40 units modernized, they 
hadn't been painted for 18 
years. I felt 1 wouldn't want 
my mother living in that condi- 
tion and I didn't want any one 
else's parent to either. At that 
time all the tenants were older 
than I and they always had my 
full attention. The Wilmington 
Housing Authority lease states 
that the WHA is to provide safe 
and sanitary conditions inside 
and outside the development 
and that is what I tried to do, 
because someone wasn't doing 
their job. I hope you will all 
remember that nothing but 
respect, kindness and consider 
ation was always shown by me. 
As president I did all the foot- 
work needed to get an elevator 
in the back building when the 
State said it was only two sto- 
ries and we didn't need one. | 
worked hard on this project 
Most of the 32 tenants that live 
in the Deming Way Ex 
today are disabled. I w 
cessful and thanks to Jim 
Miceli for getting the funds 
needed 

I can't get over what is going 
on in Deming Way now, and the 
man involved is still living 
here. If you read last week's 
Town Crier, a letter was sub- 
mitted by Audrey Reed and 
others pertaining to a petition 
that was taken up by me. I 
want you to know the people 
that signed this petition were 
given a letter to read explain- 
ing what was going on before 
they were asked to sign 
Everyone signed including 
some of their children that 
were visiting at the time. They 
were concerned for their par- 
ents' safety and felt it was 
threatened by this man. In the 
January 23 issue of the Lowell 
Sun, Selectman Michael McCoy 
wrote and said it like it is. Mr. 
McCoy has been working with 
us and he told the truth about 
what is going on in Deming 
Way. I also want to tell you the 
truth, 

The man in question has a 
problem with his medication. 
When he doesn't take it he has 
been out at night in his under 
wear banging on people's 
doors. The first time this hap- 
pened the woman was sitting in 
her living room watching TV 


when he opened her screen ¢ 


door and entered her apart- 
ment uninvited. I heard from 
this woman that he was 
unbuckling his pants. The 
woman was scared to death 
and came to my apartment in 
tears. When we went back to 
her place the man had left. The 
woman called this man's si 
while I was there and the sister 
told her he has always been 
troublesome and her husband 
would not allow him in her 
home. There is a report on this 
at the Police Station and it is 
public record along with the 
two other reports on this man. 

Another time around 11 or 12 
midnight the police were look- 
ing for this man because some- 
one called and reported he 
tried to bang her door in and 
she was afraid. He was not 
successful so he went further 
down the street, the police 
found him in the bed” of a 
woman's apartment. The 
woman was out for the evening 
All this while he was in his 
underwear. He claimed that he 
forgot to take his medication. 
A police report was made but 
the man remained in Deming 
Way. 

September 2005, on a Friday 
night a call was made to the 
Police by a tenant who he both- 
ered before this time he was 
sleeping in her car in his 
underwear. The police came 
and no arrest was made; the 
man went back to his unit 

I served on the Housing 
Authority Board for 11 years, I 
guess the people of Wilmington 
were glad to know someone on 
the board was representing and 
watching out for the tenants. 
Thank you all that voted for 
me. When I took sick and had 
to leave the board the new 
Tenant Commissioner didn't 
want anything to do with this 
problem. Audrey Reed also 
told people she didn't want to 
get. involved, neither of them 


doing their job. 

After my recovery | again ran 
for the Tenant Commissioner 
seat and won, my opponent was 
Audrey Reed's daughter-in-law. 
I feel that the people of 
Wilmington must have realized 
I always did my best for the 
tenants and I am still trying to 
protect them. ‘The good people 
of Wilmington voted for me and 
all I can say is thank you for 
having confidence and faith in 
me. After the election I tried to 
find out what the plan was for 
dealing with this situation. 
Neither the Board nor the Ex- 
director would discuss the situ- 
ation or a plan to deal. 

The first time this happened, 
all the people involved, plus 
Marilyn Cox, Michael McCoy 
and me went to the Police 
Station to talk with Chief 
Spencer. Stella Toto, whose let- 
ter was in the Town Crier say- 
ing she is very happy living 
here, was one to the tenants 
saying how scared she was. 
The same man that she was so 
afraid of is still living here. I 
want you to know that if the 
Board and the Ex-director had 
done their jobs we wouldn't be 
in this position today. They 
were so worried the people of 
Wilmington would find out 
about this situation. Both 
Marilyn Cox and I have gone 
out on a limb for the tenant, 
worried that a tragedy would 
happen. Some of the tenants 
are in their 80's or 90's and 
would die of fright and would 
certainly never be able to fight 
some. 

Recently I asked for executive 
session of the board to discuss 
this matter, my request was 
refused by the chairman. He 
has decided that my ition, 
tenant commissioner, is not 
anything more than a tenant 
and he doesn't have to tell me 
anything. All the years I was 
on this board no one has ever 
treated me like that, I am the 
only tenant commissioner and 
he is making up the rule to suit. 
I was always involved in every- 
thing the other board members 
discussed with the exception of 
voting on anything ining 
to the apartments or work to be 
done in the apartments, etc. 

Both Marilyn Cox and I have 
worked very hard to solve this 
problem, we went to the state 
police along with one of the 
tenants that was involved. The 
state police were very helpful 
but couldn't do much. We, Mike 
McCoy, Marilyn Cox, some ten- 
ants and I met with the new 


police chief too about the situa- 


The lease states, “no one in the: 
development has the right to 
interfere with the safety and 
health of another tenant to live; 
in peace fully in or outside of 
their unit.” ay 

Audrey Reed said, “If two, 
members of the WHA let te 
board and director do their jol 
all this wouldn't be happer- 
ing.” Well, 20 months have 
gone by giving the board ant’ 
the director time to do their’ 
job. So far I don't see anything 
happening, the man still lives 
here and we are still living in 
fear. All we want is to live ina 
safe environment with peace of 
mind to enjoy the time we have 
left. I don't think that is too 
much to ask. 

So here in Deming Way we all 
lock our doors in hopes no one 
will bother us in the middle of 
the night. I, for one, paid $25.00 
for a license to carry pepper’ 
spray to protect myself. The: 
fear will be here as long as the 
WHA and the director allow; 
this man to live here. 1 

We have told people many 
times, we just want him to live, 
someplace where he will be 
given his medication and all 
his needs met. This should be, 
done before he really seriously 
hurts someone. 

We certainly appreciate the 
support of the Board of 
Selectmen. They have no juris- 
diction over the WHA, but they 
do look after the people living 
in the town and that's us. ) 

I would like everyone in town: 
to know that Chief Begonis has 
officers patrolling Deming Way, 
almost every day and cruisers 
come in the night. It is won 
derful to have these officers 
here. I want to thank the Chief 
for his interest and concert

ies. It was very generous of the 
Police Union to provide this for!

Wilmington Schools to be reviewed by 
Mass. Department of Education 


Superintendent William H. 
McAlduff, Jr. of the Wilmington 
Public Schools recently was 
informed by the Commissioner 
of Education of an upcoming 
Department of Education 
Coordinated Program Review 
visit. The Department's onsite 
visit will occur during the week 
of March 6, 2006. Such visits are 
routinely conducted by the 
Depértment to satisfy federal 
and’ state education require- 
ments to review periodically 
specific education programs 
and services in local school dis- 
tricts throughout the 
Commonwealth. The Depart- 
ment is conducting the review 
of Several programs during a 
single visit in order to be more 
efficient in the time spent on 
this mandated activity by both 
Department and school system 
staff, and also to make strong 
connections with the programs 
under Education Reform. 

Superintendent McAlduff indi 
cated that the Department's 
Coordinated Program Review 
process will address the pro- 
gram = areas of _— Special 
Education, English Language 
Acquisition, Title I, and School 
Food Services and include a 
review of school district pro- 
gram procedures, a study of 
individual student records, and 
an onsite visit by a Department 
of Education Team, The 
Department Team will conduct 
interviews of district adminis- 


trators, teachers and parents, 
conduct observations of 
instructional sites and prepare 
a report for the Superintendent 
and School Committee, 

An Executive Summary and 
detailed report of findings for 
each program area will 
describe the implementation 
status of each program require 
ment reviewed by the 
Department of Education. The 
findings will note those pro- 
gram standards the implemen: 
tation of which the team found 
to be commendable or substan. 
tially implemented. Where pro- 
gram standards are found not 
to be fully implemented, the 
local district must propose to 
the Department of Education 
corrective actions to bring 
those areas into compliance 
with the respective statutes or 
regulations Districts are 
encouraged to incorporate the 
corrective action activities into 
their district and school 
improvement plans, including 
the district professional devel 
opment plan. The school dis 
trict may request technical 
assistance from the 
Department of Education in 
responding to this report. Both 
the Department's report and 
the school district's response to 
the Department of Education 
are public information and will 
be available to the public upon 
request. The Department's 
Coordinated Program Review

Representative Finegold pushes 
to alleviate retroactive tax facing 
Tewksbury company 


Representative 
Finegold has asked 
Department of Revenue 
Commissioner Alan LeBovidge 
to resolve a retroactive tax bill 
sent to Acusphere, a biotech 
company in Tewksbury. 

Acusphere, Inc., a specialty 
pharmaceutical company 
founded in 1993 to develop new 
drugs and to improve formula- 
tions of existing drugs, has a 
satellite office located off East 
Street in Tewksbury. Late last 
year, Acusphere received a tax

bill for R&D activities amount 
ing to nearly $400,000, The 
deadline to appeal this tax bill 
is next week and it can it be a 
and protracted process. 
ch and Development 
companies like Acusphere have, 
since 2003 when the Legislature 
passed Economic Stimulus I, 
been defined for tax code pur- 
poses as any company with 2/3 
of its total revenue from 
research and development 
related activity or as any com- 
pany allocating 2/3 of its expen- 
ditures to research and devel- 
opment purposes. Prior to 2003, 
only the revenue test applied 
for meeting R&D classification 
and the law did not account for 
expenditures. Economic 
Stimulus I in 2003 was designed 
to address start-up R&D com- 
panies that had yet to demon- 
strate positive cash flow or net 
income but were devoting a 
majority of its activities and 
resources to R&D work. 

The incentive to meet R&D 
classification is great in 
Massachusetts. Provided that 
companies meet the require 
ment, they are eligible to 
receive in' ment tax credits 
from the state. These compa- 
nies are also exempt from sales 
taxes on materials used for 
research and development 

A recent audit conducted by 
DOR demonstrated that a num- 
ber of small biotech companies 
around the state, including 
Acusphere, did not qualify as 
an R&D company before the 
2003 legislation. These compa 
nies have been assessed for 
sales and uses taxes prior to 
the legislation. Many of these 
R&D companies, which had 
been provided with advice from 
outside counsel, believed that 
their status as an R&D compa: 
ny afforded them the privileges 
granted by the 2003 legislation. 

The process for appealing a 
DOR assessment is often a bur- 
densome and onerous task, 
especially for small biotech 
companies still in the nascent 
stages of R&D development 
Representative Finegold has 
joined with a group of law mak- 
ers to ask that the issue be 
resolved by making the 2003 
law retroactive to 1998. This 


modification will allow compa- 
nies who prior to 2003 only had 
2/3 of its expenditures, but not 
2/3 of its revenue, devoted to 
R&D activities. 

Representative Finegold sees 
this as more than an issue fac- 
ing a small niche industry; 
rather, it is about preserving 
good, local jobs 

“The implications that this 
will have on our local commu- 
nity will be enormous, This is a 
local business in Tewksbury 
that employees many people 
living in our communities; their 
employees are our neighbors. 
We have to do everything we 
can to retain jobs in our region 
- good-paying, local jobs. I do 
not want to see a local business 
forced to leave the area 
because of something that is 
easily correctable,” commented 
Representative Finegold 

“Additionally, the implications 
that this would have on compa- 
nies considering relocating to 
Massachusetts, or on compa- 
nies debating whether or not to 
stay, are profound. From the 
very beginning, Massachusetts 
has been a leader and innova- 
tor in the field of research and 
development. We want to send 
a message that we appreciate 
their presence and their busi- 
ness in Massachusetts and that 
are a_ business-friendly 
” commented Represent- 
Finegold. 

Stephen Mulloney, Director of 
Policy and Public Affairs for 
the Massachusetts Biotechnol- 
ogy Council, agrees with 
Representative Finegold that 
the 2003 legislation must be 
made retroactive. 

“Representative Finegold has 
performed a tremendous ser- 
vice for small biotech compa- 
nies in Massachusetts with his 
advocacy on the retroactive tax 
issue,” said Stephen Mulloney, 
Director of Policy and Public 
Affairs at the Massachusetts 
Biotechnology Council. “If he 
and his colleagues are success- 
ful at making a small change in 
tax law, companies like

She was wearing a down 
yellow-and-white 
seersucker dress that had a 
zipper down the front, heavy 
brown shoes and white cotton 
anklets. Everything looked as 
though it didn't quite fit; like 
she'd bought it all mail order 
but didn't want to spend the 
postage to send it back and get 
the right size. 

This is a woman so cheap she 
slices sliced bread. She's a great 
character, but fleeting. In fact, 
Tucker creates a lot of throw- 
away characters which, 
although she may have intended 
them as “red herrings” designed 
to throw us off the track of the 
real culprit(s), just serve to 
clutter up the story 

It's pretty clear Tucker has 
some first-hand knowledge of 
many things: Rochester 
Institute of Technology, photog- 
raphy, Cambridge, dogs, sky- 
scrapers, and what it's like to 
work for egocentric lawyers. 
The problem is, her attempt to 
pull all the elements together is 
forced and unbelievable. This is 
especially true of the book's 
ending, which has very little 
relation to the rest of the s 
One Bookender said it was as if 
Tucker woke up one and 


over a 


realized that her book was due 
at the publisher before she had 
figured out how to end it 

Drift Away is the fourth in 
Kerry Tucker's “Libby Kincaid” 
series and some Bookenders 
w willing to ease up on it 
because we hadn't read the first 
three. Others in the group gave 
this book a thumbs-up because 
it takes place in Boston. The 
harshest critics were those 
Bookenders who are solid fans 
of the mystery genre; they found 
Drift Away amateurish. One 
member said that, while it was 
not the worst book we've read in 
the group. it was the second 
worst 

Women have been sleuthing in 
fiction since the 1930's, but 
always as helpful secretaries, 
assistants, or “sidekicks.” The 
first contemporary liberated 
female private detectives did 
not happen until the 1970's, with 
PD. James’ Cordelia Gray and 
Marcia Muller's Sharon 
McCone. There had been female 
heroines in mysteries and some 
excellent and astute female 
sleuths had become legend, 
such as Agatha Christie's Miss 
Marple. But none were actual, 
professional private detectives 
with a license and a gun, oper- 
ating entirely on their own, and 
their stories, up till now, had 
never been told with the flavor 
of the hard-boiled detective 
novel, 

Thirty-odd years later, women 
authors and women detectives 
are blessedly commonplace and 
range from hard-boiled detec- 
tives like Sara Paretsky's V1 
Warshawski to screwball bounty 


hunters like Janet Evanovich's 
Stephanie Plum. Sleuths can be 
lawyers, journalists, pychother: 
apists, FBI agents, sheriffs, 
medical examiners and e 
park rangers (Nevada Bar 
Anna Pigeon) 

Out of curiosity I googled a 
website devoted to mysteries 
and searched for American 
mysteries set in Boston with 
women detectives. The answer 
was surprising: 8,440. That 
means that if you read one a 
week, and no others were pub- 
lished, it would take 162 years to 
finish them. You might begin 
with 6 foot 1 inch cabbie 
Carlotta Carlyle, a “red-headed 
tough-talking. blues-loving, 
heart-on-her-sleeve-wearing” 
private eye cruising the streets 
of Boston,

“this court finds that 
(Wilmington's by-law) inter- 
feres with the capping and clo- 
sure of the Maple Meadow 
Landfill and frustrates an oth- 
erwise lawful activity undertak- 
en (in) accordance with State 
law,” Land Court Judge Leon 
Lombardi sates in his ruling. 

Wilmington's by-law, which 
was passed during 
Wilmington's 2003 Annual Town 
Meeting, limits the height of 
any landfill to no more than 40- 
feet 

Following the Board's execu- 
tive session vote, Town Counsel 
Paul DeRensis will coordinate 
the appeal process. 

“The appeal is a straightfor- 
ward 'law' issue,” DeRensis 
said. “The issues are the legal 
issues of whether the laws giv- 
ing DEP regulatory powers as 
to height are so sweeping as to 
prevent any local contribution 
by local bylaw, and whether a 
variable height can be a pre- 
existing nonconforming use to 
which a zoning bylaw cannot 
apply when that height esca- 
lates by multiples. These are 
straightforward is: 

DeRensis believes that the 
MML site carries great impor- 
tance to the health and safety 
of the residents of the town. 

“We believe the town can and 
should act aggressively to keep 
itself as a major player and 
stakeholder in any future activ- 
ities at this site,” DeRensis 
said 

According to DeRensis, the 
town has adopted a multi- 
faceted approach — towards 
addressing a variety of issues 
at the MML, with the height 
limitation bylaw being only one

According to Sullivan, Caira 
suffers from control issues and 
is too political. 

“I believe he needs to under- 
Stand better the line between 
his professional position and 
his political position,” Sullivan 
said. “I know I am the only 
negative vote tonight, and it 
has taken some courage to say 
sthe things I have and I'm sure I 
cWill be criticized by the news- 
papers, but still I have my opin- 
ions and thoughts as do others. 
And just because I am the lone 
vote does not mean my vote 
and my points are any less sig- 
nificant, they are just not 
shared by the other selectmen.” 

Selectman Frank West was 
curious as to how Sullivan was 
so sure that she would be the 
only negative vote. 

“My own wife asked me that 
question and my answer was; I 
don't know,” West said, “so it is 
amazing that one person knew 
my vote going into this meeting 
when I never publicly or pri- 
vately announced that vote.” 

According to West, he 
received two letters and two 
phone calls from residents ask- 
ing him not to vote in Caira's 
favor. After speaking with 
those residents at length, he 
felt their reasons did not justify 
a vote against reappointment. 

West stated that he has agreed 


aspect. 

“Other aspects include work- 
ing with DEP on a variety of 
issues, working with town 
engaged experts to address a 
variety of environmental 
issues, and the putting in place 
of a variety of local controls 
through bylaws, including at 
the last special town meeting 
an amendment to a contami- 
nated soils bylaw,” DeRensis 
said, 

MML accepted municipal 
solid waste from the 1950's until 
the State ordered it to close in 
1976. In 2000, the State ordered 
that the site be capped. 

Without the funds necessary 
to cap the landfill, the 
Spinazola family, owners of the 
MML property, contracted 
Massachusetts Environmental 
Associates (MEA) to conduct 
the closure. MEA funded the 
project by accepting, for a fee, 
soils from the Big Dig and 
other construction projects 
throughout eastern 
Massachusetts and importing 
them to MML. The soil being 
imported was considered conta- 
minated under Massachusetts 
General Law 21E, but was 
deemed safe by Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP). The project 
was mandated by, and regulat- 
ed by, DEP. 

Lombardi's decision found 
that four items that the Town 
sought to enter into evidence; a 
printout of a DEP internal 
email, a printout from the 
Internet publicizing a 
Wilmington Childhood Cancer 
Study being conducted by the 
Bureau of Environmental 
Health Assessment of the 
Department of Public Health, 


and disagreed with Caira on 
various issues, but overall, his 
performance as town manager 
has been strong. West touched 
upon the increases of taxes 
brought up by Sullivan. 

“You can compare us to other 
towns,” West said. “The aver- 
age Wilmington (homeowncr) 
tax bill had a $251 increase. 1 
think Burlington's increase was 
over $700, and the other towns 
fluctuated in between.” 

Selectman Michael McCoy 
voted against Caira's reap- 
pointment in 2003, but devel- 
oped a good working relation- 
ship with him during his two 
years as chairman. McCoy too 
received some urging from cer- 
tain residents not to reappoint 

“The town's in great shape,” 
McCoy said. “Our services are 
second to none. | look forward 
to working with him for the 
remainder of my term.”

“the failure of the municipal 
defendants to respond properly 
to the first admissions request 
has conclusively established all 
the pertinent facts,” the ruling 
states. 

According to DeRensis, the 
Town contested most. if not all 
of those admissions 

Lombardi found the responses 
to be noncompliant because 
they were signed by Town 
Counsel, and not by the Town 
Manager. 

“The Judge took a hypertech 
nical view and felt it had to be 
(signed by) the Town 
Manager,” DeRensis said when 
the preliminary ruling was 
announced. “We submitted a 
signature of the town manager, 
which the Judge said came too 
late.” 

Despite the ruling, the case 
not decided on contested

in 2003, read from a prepared 
statement during which he told 
residents that Wilmington's 
leadership is not based on one 
person, but is determined by 
the participation of the entire 
community.

Another one for the record books

Throughout the entire history 
of Wilmington High Athletics, 
only two coaches and two pro- 
grams have done it. Whether it 
was the Lowell Surburban 
League, the Merrimack Valley 
Conference or now in the Cape 
Ann League, well over 70 years 
of high school sports and only 
two coaches and two programs 
have done it 
The it, is the absolutely 
incredible task of winning five 
straight league championships 
in a sport. rom 1973 to 1977, 
the field hockey team, under 
Jan Cassidy Wood accom- 
plishe 1 the feat of winning five 
straight titles playing in the 
MVC. 
On Friday night, thanks to a 


defensive effort which is 
unheard of, the Wilmington 
High boys basketball team 


equaled that feat the field hock- 
ey program set 20 years ago 
The Wildcats defeated 
Masconomet Regional, 60-39. 
including giving up just 14 sec 
ond half points in front of the 
home crowd. 

That win put the ‘Cats at 15-2 
overall and 14-1 in the CAL, but 
more importantly it gave the 
program it's fifth straight solo 
league championship under the 
guidarice of head coach Jim 
McCune. 

And none of the other pro- 
grams in the school - golf, boys 
and girls cross country, boys 
and girls soccer, volleyball, 
football, boys and girls ice 
hockey, girls basketball, boys 
and girls indoor and outdoor 
track, gymnastics (when the 
school had it), wrestling, base- 
ball, softball or boys and girls 
tennis -- did it. Just two teams 
have. And Friday night, No, 2 
became official 

“The big thing I wanted for 
these kids was to have the best 
overall record in the league,” 
said McCune. “There's three 
(league) champions and that's 
great but there’s something to 
be said about your season when 
you can have the best record 
out of anyone in the league. You

Jim McCune is the perfect 
looking coach. He has the crew 
cut, he has the moustache, and 
he certainly has the demeanor. 
He makes those perfect facial 
expressions and throws his 
arms with the best of them 
when things aren't going so 
well.

On the court, his games are

brighter 

We have begun to put 
high efficiency lighting in the 
classrooms. We started at the 
Greenwood two summers ago 
and this year we completed 
the Galvin classrooms. 

The Galvin classrooms 
received occupancy sensors 
us part of the project. These 
sensors will shut the. lights 
off if there is no one in these 
rooms and the lights are left 
on. The Galvin and the high 
school are our highest ener. 
gy consumers. 

“We are looking to get 
some projects going that will 
increase our efficiency. The 
Galvin and the High School 
currently have single pane 
windows and on some cold 
days there is ice build up on 
the inside of these windows. 

“New thermal pane win- 
dows are at the top of the list 
to help to save on fuel con- 
sumption 

“The heating systems at 
the Galvin Middle School and 
Wakefield High School are in 
need of some major repairs 
to help with the distribution 
of heat 
here 1s no consistency 
throughout these buildings, 
one room may be comfort- 
able, the next too hot, and 
the next too cold. 

“As the schools do little 
things to save energy we are 
also planning to look to the 
bigger projects that will save 
all of us money.” 


Giving the benefit 
of the doubt 


POLICIES, PROCEDURES NEVER ON VACATION 


(Woburn) 

“The city's School 
Committee adopted a new 
policy governing the rights of 
homeless students in a unan 
imous vote,” notes the 
Woburn edition of the "Daily 
Times Chronicle." 

“Placed before the educa 
tional board for considera 
November, School 
Committee member Patricia 
Chisholm had requested that 
the draft policy clarify the 
time-frame in which home 
less students must provide 
proof of inoculations. 

“With pupils traditionally 
required to provide documen 
tation showing up-to-date 
vaccinations, the draft policy 
gave designated homeless 
students a little more leeway 

“Tf the student does not 
have immediate access to 
immunization records, the 
student shall be admitted 
under a personal exception 
the policy reads. ‘Students 
and families should be 
encouraged to obtain immu 
nization records or immu 
nizations as soon as possible 

‘According to Chisholm 
while she understood that a 
displaced family might have 
a reasonable need for a waiv 
er given their current cir 
cumstances, the words ‘as 
soon as possible’ were too 
vague. Specifically, the 
recently re-elected school 
official was concerned that 
the legal language was too 
loose, as different people 
might interpret that clause 
differently. 

“As such, Chisholm 
expressed her concern that a 
child might attend classes 
for an extended period of 
time without the vaccines, 
potentially jeopardizing 
other students should an ill 
ness be contracted 

“Howe according to 
School Supt. Dr. Carl 
Batchelder, the provision was 
consistent with federal home 
less policy mandates includ 
ed in the 2001 No Child Left 
Behind (NCLB) Act 

“Confident that the lan 
guage was unlikely to lead to 
any issues, the 
Superintendent explained 
that in the past, the most try 
ing aspects of providing ser 
vices to homeless students 
centered upon other require 
ments. 

“Mrs. Chisholm asked 
about medical records 
There's a similar section in 
{the NCLB] and it is likewise 
vague. In other words 
they're really trying to give 
the child the benefit of the 
doubt,’ said Batchelder
